Text of the Conscription Law sec- 
tion which applies to college stu- 
dents is as follows: 

"(Section 5. Part F> Any person 
who. during the year 1940, entered 
upon attendance for the academic 
year 1940-41: 

"(1) At any college or university 
which grants a degree in arts or 
sciences, to pursue a course of in- 
struction satisfactory completion of 
which Is prescribed by such college 1 
or university as a prerequisite to ei- 
ther of such degrees, or 

"(2) At any university described 
in paragraphin paragraph (1). to 
pursue a course of instruction to the 
pursuit of which a degree in arts 
or science Is rescribed by such uni- 
versity as a prerequisite: and who, 
while pursuelng such course of in- 
struction to the pursuit of which 
a degree in arts or science is pre- 
scribed by such course of instruc- 
tion at such college or university, 
is selected for training and service 
under this act prior to the end 
of such academic year, or prior to 
July 1. 1941. whichever occurs first,

Of 20-40 Percent 




The initial membership drive of 
the newly-organized Student's Co- 
operative has been an overwhelming 
success, according to its business 
manager. George Herman Kendall, 
with the number of students Joining 
expected to reach l.OflO by the end of 
the week. 

Organized, according to Kendall. 
In response to wide spread dissat- 
I isfaction with existing conditions, it 
( Is designed to save students from 
20 to 40 per cent on the cost of books, 
j fraternity Jewelry, athletic and en- 
' gineering equipment, flowers, and 
other items. The savings to the 
entire student body will be between 
$9,000 and $10,000, with books alone 
accounting for approximately $7,000. 

Kendall, a law student, said that 
the Cooperative plans to cooperate 
100 per cent with the University 
administration and will be under 
the supervision of University au- 
thorities. It Is a non-pVofit organ- 
ization, and all funds will be de- 
posited with the business agent. 

All students who join have an 
equal voice in forming the future 
' policy of the Cooperative, according 
to Kendall. A board of directors 
I will be elected and is to be com- 
i posed of one member from each 
fraternity and sorority, and two 
Independent from each college. The 
dean of men, dean of women, and 
the student president will be ex -of- 
ficio member of the board of di- 
rectors. 

Similar Coooperatives have been 
attempted with successful results at 
other schools, and Kendall said that 
he expected It to be highly success- 
ful here. 

Membership dues in the Cooper- 
ative will be 50 cents yearly. 

A meeting will be held at 4 p. m.. 
today. In Room 204 in the Union 
Building. It Is open to everyone In- 
terested in the Cooperative.

International Crisis Speeds Work 
On New Motor- Testing Building 



Construction Has 
Been Under Way 
For One Month 

By VINCENT CROWDUS 
Judging from the progress already 
made in cinstruction of the Uni- 
versity's $80,000 airplane-motor-test- 
ing laboratory. Col. James H. Gra- 
ham, dean of the engineering college 
and trustee of the project, said this 
week that the building should be 
ready for occupancy by early Dec- 
ember. 

Ttie building, a one-story brick 
and glass brick of modern design, 
will be located on Rose street op- 
posite Washington avenue. 

Construction has been under way 
for only a little more than a month, 
and much of the laboratory brick 
structure and the steel framework 
for the office and drafting room 
have already been completed. 

Building of the structure Us being 
financen through an $80.00 grant 
from the Viking founhatlon headed 
by Axel Wenner-Gren. Swedish ar- 
maments millionaire industrialist. 

ollege To Test Mottrs .. 
With the construction of the test- 
ing laboratory, the University will 
be the first college In the United 
States to have a building designed 
especially for the testing of aircraft 
motors. A similar laboratory, design- 
ed prinripally for general automo- 
bile motors, was put up as a Sloan 
gift at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, Dean Graham said. 

Operation of the laboratory will 
be financed by the Mawen Motor 
company of New York city, in which 
Wenner-Gren is interested. The test- 
ing, however, will not be restricted 
to Mawen motors, but will include all 
types of internal combustion and 
aviation motors, ranging in size from 
100 to 2.000 horse power. University 



Dean Graham said that he 
that both the United 
and navy would send motors here. 

In providing facilities to test en- 
gines with a maximum of 2,000 horse 
power, designers of the laboratory 
are making preparations for future 
aeronautical developments, Dean 
Graham said A 1.400 horse power 
motor is about the largest available 
now. he added. 

The building, which will be 50 
feet wide and 150 feet deep, wil con- 



tain three research rooms for motors 
ranging in horse power from 100 
to 400 (ordinary training planes) 
and one large test 
from 400 to 2.000 
Building To E 

Walls of the structure will be 
treated with a sound - absorption 
material and noises from the testing 
work wil not be heard outside. No 
one will be allowed in the rooms 
while testing is in progress, it was 
announced. The work may be ob- 
served from a 16-foot-wide corridor 
which wil extend the length of the 
laboratory. Observers will look 
through specialy designed windows, 
three panes thick. 

All the equipment for the labor- 
atory must be specially built. Dean 
Graham said, and he stressed the 
enormous cost of the apparatus by 
pointing out that a single recording 
instrument will cost $8,000. The 
building will also be air-conditioned 
throughout. 

A staff of at least 24 persons will 
be required to operate the testing 
laboratory in addition to engineer- 
ing students employed for extra 
work and research, it was an- 
nounced. Prof. A. J. Meyer, for the 
past four years professor of aero- 
nautical and mechanical engineering 
at the University, will have charge 
of the laboratory. 
Student To Be Employed 

Approximately eight junior and 
senior students from the mechanical 
and electrical enginering deparl - 
ments wil be employed for supple- 
mentary work. Dean Graham said 
They will probably work on four- 
hour shifts, he explained. Regular 
test classes will also be conducted 
in the laboratory by Professor Mey- 
er, it was announced. 

Because of the European situation 
and the Importance of speedy de- 
fense measures for the United States, 
cinstruction of the building is being 
to its utmost, it was ex- 
After completion the lab- 
oratory will be in operation night 
and day. Dean Graham expects. 

Through the Influence of Dean 
Graham and Professor Meyer. Wen- 
ner-Gren became interested in en- 
larging the aeronautical work being 
done by Professor Meyer here. This 
work was being done In cooperation 
with the Curtis Wright Aeronautical 
company of Patterson. N. J., and 
the Mawen company. 



Professor Meyer, who is a native 
of Amsterdam. Holland, and who 
spent 15 years in Detroit as chief 
research engineer with the Contin- 
ental Motors company, has done 
much research work In motor test- 
ing and design. 

In his research work here Profes- 
sor Meyer has given extra employ- 
ment to many engineering students. 
In the past three years nine stu- 
dents from among these employees 
have obtained jobs in aviation en- 
gineering and designing. Three of 
these were from last year's gradu- 
ating class. 

The Swedish industrialist. Wen- 
ner-Gren. was owner of the yacht 
Southern Cross, which figured so 
prominently in the rescue of passen- 
gers and crew of the British liner. 
Athenia. sunk by submarine in the 
North sea last September. The yacht, 
westward bound, picked up an S O S. 
call from the Athenia and. with the 
Knut Nelson, a Scandinavian mer- 
chantman, was the first to reach 
the sinking

Hanging in the second-floor cor- 
ridor is a mural done by John 
Hunsakcr, student in the depart- 
ment last year. It depicts an in- 
dustrial conception of Eastern Ken- 
tucky in historical sequence. 
Zoologists In West Wing 

Dr. W. D. Funkhouser. zoology 
head, his snakes, and other zoolog- 
ical creatures have possession of the 
west wing of the first, the ground, 
and the sub-ground floors. 

Laboratories are provided for gen- 
parasitology. entomology, histology, 
esral zoology, comparative anatomy, 
embryology, and photography; 
rooms for embalming. Incubating, 
sectioning, delivery and storage, 
graduate research, and stock; and 
offices with adjoining private re- 
search rooms for faculty members. 

The zoology museum, library, and 
aquarium also will soon be set up 
in the building. One half of the 
tower will be used to house wild 
animals with which the department 
experiments. 

All rooms will be furnished with 
new equipment. General zoology 
laboratories, each of which will ac- 
commodate 100 students, will be 
equipped with hot, cold, and dis- 
tilled water, gas, vacuum, and elec- 
tricity. 

Rooms Seat 310 Student* 

Doctor Funkhouser 's large zoolo- 
gy classes will hear his lectures in 
the spacious lecture room on the 
second floor. This room, which seats 
about 310 students, is accoustic- 
ally treated, and has provisions for 
projection facilities for illustrated 
and a stage with the nec- 
tiuipfYient for scientific de- 
monst rations. The other depart- 
ments will also use this room for 
class lectures. 

The Graduate School, of which 
Doctor Funkhouser Is dean, is also 
located on the first floor. 

The Bacteriology department, 
headed by Dr. Morris Scherago. oc- 
cupies the first and second floors 
of the east wing, with professors' 
offices and private research labor- 
atories: bacteriology and steriliza- 
tion laboratories: rooms for stock, 
glassware, cleansing; media prep- 
aration, refrigeration, and storage; 

rooms. 

The department has service lab- 
oratories and 
storage and 
floor. 



ology. and his staff have posses- 
sion of one of the best such de- 
partments in the country on the 
third floor of the tower. 

Separate laboratories are provided 
for the study of general physiology, 
advanced physiology. anatomy, 
graduate chemistry and histology, 
graduate metabolism, nitrogen de- 
termination, instructor's research, 
photography, and basal metabolism. 

As in the other departments, each 
professor has a private research lab- 
oratory adjoining his office. There 
are also constant temperature, re- 
frigeration and stock, animal prep- 
aration, diet preparation and oper- 
ating rooms. 

Temperature Kept Constant 

On the third floor is a constant 
temperature room to be used for 
incubation. To secure accurate reg- 
ulation of temperature and solve 
the problem of refrigeration and 
humidity, a system of cork insu- 
lation, fans, and strip heaters was 
used 

When the temperature drops be- 
low the required reading of 986 
degrees Fahrenheit, a thermostat, 
which controls a mercoid switch, 
trips the switch and a strip heater 
emits heat of about 99.1 degrees, 
or .5 degrees more than the required 
temperature. When the temperature 
reaches normal again, the thermo- 
stat releases the mercoid switch, 
breaking the circuit to the heater 
Huhidity is maintained by the 
pan process.
